A few weeks ago in this coltftnn, we mentioned the com¬ 
munity auction sale which was held it Grande Prairie and 
which brought people in from great distances, with an 
unexpectedly large turnover of money. At the same time 
the merchants of the town put "on special bargains for the 
day, and the result was a red letter day in 'the history of 
Grande Prairie. Moreover it brought buyers and sellers 
together most satisfactorily. 

Since that time we have noted that certain little com¬ 
munities in Ontario, conduct monthly auction sales along 
the same lines. These are institutions long established and 
have built up a service valuable to a farming community. 
Every type of goods, chattels and livestock is handled and 
the monthly sale day has grown to be a big drawing card 
for the town fostering it. 

Such a sale should serve a purposd in this district, and 
should: work out to the advantage of seller and buyer, be¬ 
sides attracting the public for a large area. It has been 
suggested that a good time for such an auction would be 
immediately after seeding. There would be young stock 
for sale, as well as other farm material. Housewives 
might have articles to dispose off in the hope of purchas¬ 
ing some other article which they need. There are few 
people who have not something vyhieh they would like to 
dispose of, and there are few who are not in the buying 
market. The local merchants might assist in sale success 
by offering' special prices on goods lhat are in demand at 
this season of the year. 

There is a great potential market for goods at this sea¬ 
son of the year, and if people could sell what they do not 
need, they would L-e able to purchase the articles they do 
need. • •

AGRICULTURAL CHANGES 


One of the most formidable pieces of legislation of this 
session, or any session of the Alberta government has 
been the Alberta Trade and Industry Act. While approved 
in principle and spirit, it contains many angles and possi¬ 
bilities that may lead to complication of business. It can¬ 
not be enforced satisfactorily, so long as Alberta trade is 
in competition with business of other provinces. Under 
present conditions, the' public is going to buy as cheaply 
as possible or refrain from buying altogether. This is 
Unfortunate, as it reacts to the detriment of the small re¬ 
tailer who is compelled to’.pay higher prices than large 
departmental stores^ and is unable to command the quick 
turnover. But until there is an increased spending power 
working up from the bottom, it is difficult to see any jus¬ 
tification for higher wages or higher prices on- goods: Un¬ 
til the money is,actual!^ in the country, there is nfo re¬ 
lease of spending power that will make the enforcement 
of codes for wages and prices, a wise move. And it is of 
little avail to set standards for ATbrita, if goods can be 
bought more cheaply outside the province. 

In intention, the act is good, but the application of cer¬ 
tain clauses should be a matter of care and caution. Inso¬ 
far as the department will work for the establishment of 
new industries and extension of present industries, it ha* 
great possibilities. Every element of the people has been 
urging the need for a Department of Industry, to keep in 
touch with all Provincial industries, and to develop these 
to the greatest extent possible.

Unless agriculturists generally, are prepared to accept 
the need for the revolutionizing of marketing methods, 
there will no doubt be criticism of the Natural Products 
Marketing Bill, introduced by Hon. Robt. Weir before the 
There will in any case be much dif- 


House of Commons, 
ference of opinion on the application of this bill to wide¬ 
ly differing industries. 

The Canadian bill has been framed and introduced, fol¬ 
lowing representations from many groups of producers. 
Its aim is the stabilizing of agriculture, because stability 
is the necessary element in an advance to prosperity. The 
Bill, if passed, may be far-reaching in its administration, 
and may quite revolutionize the old carefree, independent 
habits of-production. Reduced production, supervision and 
general control may be the ultimate outcome. 

The proposed legislation is based to quite an extent on 
the British Marketing Act, which, however, has not yet 
proved its complete adequacy. In addition, the problems 
are considerably different. Britain imports great quanti¬ 
ties of farm products, while Canada is a great' exporter. 

The Canadian bill is worded, to permit a much greater 
control by the head of the administration. 

The Board has power to regulate the time and place of 
marketing, to determine the manner of distribution and 
the quality of grade; to prohibit the marketing of anyiof 
the regulated products of any grade or quality; to grant 
the minister power to license Agricultural producers, and 
limit or deny their marketings. 

Within the scope of this bill come fruit and vegetable 
producers, dairymen, grain growers, poultrymen, livestock 
producers of all sorts, together with such other industries 
as lumbering and fishing. It will, if it is put into effect, 
mean a definite break with the established habits of distri¬ 
bution and marketing.
